Town taking action against water meter problems 

Estimated readings and gallon measurements on meters to be no more

The Town of Didsbury is 
preparing to take assertive 
action to address the 
numerous complaints and 
issues with the water 
meters in the town follow¬ 
ing a regular council meet¬ 
ing on December 20. 

During the meeting, 
councillors discussed and 
motioned on the options 
available to them in 
regards to changing the 
method of hilling homes so 
that readings would no 
longer be estimated, as 
well as have water meters 
converted from gallons to 
litres. 

“We need to get accurate 


readings so we can hill 
accurately,” said Mayor 
Brian Wittal at the 
December 20 meeting. “We 
need to try to provide bet¬ 
ter service without increas¬ 
ing the cost too much." 

Councillors were pre¬ 
sented w ith five motions to 
make, the second of which 
was the most critical as it 
would decide the new 
method in which meter 
hillings would be done out 
of five options, with pros 
mid cons weighed out for 
the councillors’ 

deliberation. 

Of the five hilling 
options, council moved on 
the third listed option: to 
hire contractors to read the 
meters of the entire town 
every month. 


This option eliminates 
estimations from hilling as 
it provides accurate read¬ 
ings on a monthly basis. It 
also allows public works 
staff to be applied to other 
town jobs and projects 
instead of being recruited 
to meter reading duties. 

However, this option will 
also cost $0.7(5 per month 
per customer for the town, 
and will mean that the 
town will lose a certain 
level of control over the 
process. There are also no 
capital costs for meter 
guns. 

The costs of hiring con¬ 
tractors to do the readings 
versus having public works 
staff do it evens out and 
presents more pros in the 
long run, council agreed. 


especially considering this 
option resolves the estima¬ 
tion issue the town has 
been facing for well over a 
year now. 

Having frequent, monthly 
reports also allows con¬ 
tractors to see leaks faster 
than the current reading 
method. 

The term with the con¬ 
tractors would last five 
years, with the first two 
years on a fixed rate for the 
town. Contractors would 
he properly marked, with 
staff and their vehicles eas¬ 
ily recognizable to 
residents. 

Following the motion on 
the new hilling option, the 
town also got serious about 
the long-standing meter 
problem in Didsbury, 


where meters would read 
gallons instead of litres. 
This issue had been some¬ 
thing the town had tried to 
correct in the past with lit¬ 
tle avail due to poor co¬ 
operation and other road¬ 
blocks. 

However, the third 
motion made by council 
was to ensure that all 
meters are changed over to 
litres before March III, 
2012. Furthermore, it was 
recommended to council 
and administration to ter¬ 
minate service to those 
customers who do not 
comply with the request for 
admission to the house to 
complete the work, provid¬ 
ing that reasonable notice 
was given to the 
customers. 


The changeover will not 
cost residents. As well, 
council will be issuing a 
notice to landlords who 
have multiple users on 
their meters to rewrite 
their leases within six 
months. One individual 
(the landlord) will be 
charged for one meter, 
with payments thereafter 
to be billed to tenants 
accordingly by the land¬ 
lord. However, the option 
to install new metres for 
multiple users will be an 
available option to land¬ 
lords, at the landlord’s 
expense. 

“We're done playing 
around with these things," 
said Wittal at the meeting. 
“These issues have been 
dragging for a long time."

Didsbury taking next step towards blue bin program

Didsbury's proposed blue 
bin program is taking 
another step towards 
fruition following a regular 
council meeting on 
December 20. 

The program, which the 
town only approved in 
principle for introduction 


in January 2013, has 
received several positive 
and encouraging com¬ 
ments to move forward 
front residents, according 
to several councillors at 
the meeting. 

“A lot of residents want 
this to take place,” said 
Coun. Lavar Adams at the 
meeting. 

Council motioned to 
address the Mountain View 


Regional Waste 

Commission about the 
town’s intention to move 
forward with the blue bin 
program for 2013, and will 
be awaiting a response as 
to whether or not they are 
eligible to move forward. 

Originally, Didsbury, Olds 
and Carstairs were inter¬ 
ested in starting a joint 
blue bin program. 
However, Olds officials 


have indicated they would 
like to try the blue bin pro¬ 
gram on a trial basis, while 
Carstairs would like to try 
the program on a voluntary 
participation basis. 

Without the commitment 
to the program a challenge 
was presented to the joint 
agreement that councillors 
did not want to entertain. 

“It’s a lot of money spent 
for a trial,” said Adams. 


“It’s cost prohibited if 
they’re not in. We’ve been 
talking about this for a 
year. Either make the com¬ 
mitment or just say no and 
shut it down.” 

As for the voluntary resi¬ 
dent participation program 
Carstairs has suggested, 
Mayor Brian Wittal said he 
“doesn’t see that working 
either." 

So Didsbury will be 


attempting to go into the 
program alone, supporting 
the program and giving the 
waste commission the 
decision to determine if it 
will or will not be coming 
to the town in 2013. 

The new blue bins will 
cost the town $8.50 per bin. 
However, the waste com¬ 
mission will be looking 
after the bins in terms of 
delivery and collection.

2012 budget 
places town growth 
at forefront 

New operating budget 
and taxes still undecided

Taxpayers may incur a 
possible tax increase of 
between 2.25 and 2.5 per 
cent next year according to 
preliminary budget 

discussions. 

Council had a prelimi¬ 
nary 2012 budget meeting 
on Dec. 16 where they 
reviewed recommenda¬ 
tions from administration. 
The final budget meeting 
will be held on January 24, 
2012, where the new oper¬ 
ating and capital budget 
will be established for the 


The slant on the new 
budget is the consideration 
of town growth. 

However, those in atten¬ 
dance of the public meet¬ 
ing on December 16 
warned that while growth 
was indeed a large factor in 
deciding on the new budg¬ 
et, keeping in mind the cur¬ 
rent population and resi¬ 
dents of the tow’n was just 
as, if not more 
important. 

“The future appears to be 
set on growth, but growth 
will only happen if the con¬ 
ditions are proper for the 
people of Didsbury,” said 
one gentleman in 


ing in mind current com¬ 
mitment to projects under¬ 
way and increasing debt 
load. 

Projects still in consider¬ 
ation by the town are grow¬ 
ing police services, a fire 
hall build out, library 
upgrades and the ongoing 
water reservoir project.

Didsbury RCMP are 
investigating a report of a

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Course teaches valuable life skills

A focus on healthy, active living was the goal behind a 
new program offered at Hugh Sutherland School. 

Recreational classes are among the electives in the new 
CTS courses that students in Grades 10 to 12 can choose 
from. 

“We have a class of 24 students in the elective and every 
one of them is focusing on a different topic," said Trieia 
McCambly, Hugh Sutherland School’s health and wellness 
teacher, who was also instrumental in developing the new 
program. 

“They come into this class and they say they’re interest¬ 
ed in these things," she added. “It’s very self-directed and 
they get to pick what they want to study. They design their 
year as to what they want to learn.” 

Hugh Sutherland School designed a program in recre¬ 
ation leadership and this year, they introduced a full-year 
Health Services Foundations class, which is mandatory 
for all Grade 10 students. From there, they can continue 
in an optional course called Recreational Leadership, 
where they select three or five single-credit courses. 
These include foundations for training, musculoskeletal 
system, sports medicine, sport taping, coaching, training 
and conditioning and officiating. 

lake Jesske, in Grade 11, is coaching for the first time, 
and he's having fun doing it. 

“It’s really cool,” he said. “The module teaches all the 
fundamentals.” 

Jesske offers his five years of curling expertise to the 
Little Rocks, junior curlers between the ages of 10 and 14. 

“Some of the highlights of this program for me are 
teaching the younger students new skills," he said. “1 like 
to help them perfect their game." 

He noted that one of the challenges is “getting them to 
settle down. 1 just try to get them to listen and focus," he

Grade 10 student Caitlyn Howard is studying muscu¬ 
loskeletal systems because of her personal interest in 
sports. “I want to know how muscles work so if I ever get 
hurt, 1 know what to do,” she said. 

She tested her knowledge when she injured her ankle 
last fall. “The course helped me to learn where my mus¬ 
cles are," she said. 

Howard - who plays volleyball and basketball on the 


junior varsity team also studies other modules, including 
Foundations for Training, which she said assists her in 
her own workout. She heads to the school’s fitness facili¬ 
ty on a regular basis to do ab crunches and other 
exercises. 

“I’m also studying sport psychology, which helps me to 
set goals,” she said. “It also helps you to know how to act 
when you’re under pressure playing.” 

Most importantly though, she’s learning valuable life 
skills. “I know it’s good to keep an active lifestyle after I 
graduate," she said. “I want to be healthy the rest of my 
life and being active helps you to be happy in general." 

The self-direction of the course was challenging at first. 
“The teacher doesn't stand behind you and tell you what 
to do," she said. “If you don’t put any effort into it, noth¬ 
ing will get done.” 

The courses are available to high schools throughout 
the province through Alberta Education. Chinook’s Edge 
was part of a pilot project that gave each high school a 
head start on implementation. All high schools in the divi¬ 
sion are beginning to offer the courses, which involve the 
areas of health-care services, human and social services, 
conununity-care services and recreation leadership. 

“Five of our students just completed a six-week class 
involving two groups of younger students from Carstairs 
Elementary,” McCambly said. 

Once a week, the high school students led the kids in 
after-school games, including soccer, floor hockey and 
basketball. 

“They gained a lot of skills in the process, because they 
had to work with the principals front both schools, estab¬ 
lish a registration package, write a letter to parents and 
create course outlines,” McCambly said. “I’m really proud 
of all they accomplished, and they’re earning high school 
credits at the same time. 

“This program also helps develop community leaders. 
To me, it’s just a winner."
